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WEYMOUTH and 
Portland wants local 
tourism to reap the 
benefits after winning 
gold medal applause 
for its success in stag¬ 
ing the Olympic sail¬ 
ing events. 

The Games finished four 
days ago and the borough 
is taking stock of the event 
before the Paralympic 
Games start in a fortnight’s 
time. 

Weymouth and Portland 
Mayor Margaret Leicester 
said: “It went a lot better 
than we thought it would at 
one point when visitor 
numbers were well down 
and people were concerned 
that they might not be able 
to get where they wanted 
to. 

Big difference 

“That problem was ad¬ 
dressed through reduced 
park and ride charges and 
different road signage as 
far away as the M5 which 
made a big difference. 

“Once that was done the 
crowds flowed in and I 
think Weymouth and Port¬ 
land’s tourism industry will 
benefit from it because the 
views shown worldwide 
were fantastic. 

“That said, to be fair I 
have been told by represen¬ 
tatives of other countries 
which staged the Games

that it took them a year or 
two to get back their reg¬ 
ular holidaymakers. 

“I hope that we have 
highlighted that we are 
more than just a seaside 
place. 

“Masses of business in¬ 


vestors have been enter¬ 
tained, we have been over¬ 
loaded with requests from 
investors for them to come 
down and see what we 
have to offer and the eco- 
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ROS Kayes is a prominent Bridport town and dis¬ 
trict councillor and member of many groups and 
organisations within the town. 

You will see her running around the town dur¬ 
ing the next 13 days as she oversees the inaugu¬ 
ral Spirit of Bridport Festival of Culture in her 
guise as the co-chairman of the group. 

Today she talks about why the festival is so im¬ 
portant for the town and what changes she 
would like to see happening in Bridport. 


■ HOW did you get involved in the Spirit of Bridport? 

We started the Spirit of Bridport in 2007 to take advan¬ 
tage of the opportunity to promote Bridport's tourist 
industry and brilliant arts, culture and local food to a 
wider audience. 

We do arts and culture so well in this town and as the 
eyes of the world are so acutely on Dorset, it seemed 
foolish not to benefit the local community with a fan¬ 
tastic celebration of Bridport life. Our town's economy 
is worth boosting! 

We started off as Bridport 2012, only to be told by 
LOCOG we couldn't use the date in our name. Choosing 
the most famous painting in the town, Fra Newberry's 
'Spirit of Bridport' represents all that's bold, feisty and 
original about the town. 

■ HOW will the festival of culture make a difference 
to the people living in the town? 

There are two main aims for the festival. First, the festi¬ 
val of culture was designed to help people celebrate all 
that's great about Bridport. There's such a strong com¬ 
munity spirit, people love living here, so why not have 
fun celebrating this. 

Secondly, we want to bring more people into town to 
benefit local businesses - this is why we set up the suc¬ 
cessful Spirit of Bridport business forum. One of my key 
aims for this festival is to boost income in the town and 
benefit the community. 

■ WHAT'S been the biggest challenge organising 
the festival? 

Where do I start! Getting funding; organising the logis¬ 
tics with the help of Andy Hutchinson a brilliant and in¬ 
dispensable volunteer; trying to accommodate the 
requirements of the myriad of organisations involved. 
Putting a huge programme together and dealing with 
the design side of things. Managing a huge team of vol¬ 
unteers and keeping them all actively involved. There's 
so much to do putting together a festival of this sort. 

Thanks to the dedicated support of local people, the 
Spirit committee and wider community, we have a bril¬ 
liant festival planned. 
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■ WHAT would you like to see changed in Bridport 
to make it a better place? 

Affordable housing. We’ve just started a Community 
Land Trust to try to find a way of doing this by ourselves 
in the community because it doesn't seem as if housing 
providers or councils care enough about meeting the 
need. So let's make it happen. 

I hate the high private rents as well. Improving the 
economy and opportunities for young people too, 
which we have been working on with skills training ini¬ 
tiatives over the last few years. These have been very 
successful, but more remains to be done. 

■ DO you have any other hobbies? 

Hobbies? I'm sure I used to have time for them, just 
things are always so very busy. I love walking in the 
countryside, travelling the globe (when there's time). 
Tibet and Cambodia have been incredible in the last 
few years. I also love song writing and performing, film, 
theatre and the arts. 

■ HAVE you enjoyed the Olympics? 

I love the Olympics. I've always been a bit of an obses¬ 
sive about them. So far I've been stunned by how well 
our women athletes have done and it was great to see 
women's football, which (don't laugh), I used to play in 
my youth, finally being taken seriously and drawing 
crowds when we beat Brazil. It's been a women's games 
for me - Jess Ennis, our women rowers - it's been fan¬ 
tastic. 

■ IF you could ask anyone from history for a dinner 
party who would they be? 

Machiavelli, George Eliot, Ian Hislop, Karl Marx. Can you 
tell, I like talking about politics and social reform! 

■ WHAT three things would you buy first if you won 
the lottery? 

If I won the lottery - a farm in the South of France or 
Northern Italy; I'd give members of my family enough 
to encourage and inspire them and ensure they'd never 
suffer poverty; I'd set up a charity or social enterprise 
to support young people and develop non-profit mak¬ 
ing housing. If I won the lottery I'd do the last one first. 

■ IF you were stuck on a desert island what three 
things would you want with you? 

A man! A guitar or piano and could I have my iPad? If 
not, pen and paper. I love to write.

GOVERNMENT Chief Secretary to the 
Treasury Danny Alexander won a "gold 
medal" when he tried out canoeing at 
the special sports arena area on Wey¬ 
mouth Beach. 

Mr Alexander also visited the Live Area 
before going on to the Nothe to watch 
sailing. 

Before that he took time to tour the 
sports arena and he told the View: "Ca¬ 
noeing was the sport I have seen on TV 
and really wanted to do it." 

He did well, winning a "gold medal" in 


a short simulated race (pictured above). 

Mr Alexander also told the View that 
the £9 billion cost of the Olympic Games 
had been money well spent. 

Headded:"lt is hugely important to in¬ 
vest time and money in sport and en¬ 
hancing the life of people all round the 
country." 

He said that youngsters enjoyed sport 
and were interested in it which was such 
an important part of the legacy of the 
Games. 


WEYMOUTH and Port¬ 
land can look forward to a 
rich legacy from the 
Olympics. 

That was the message 
from Government Trans¬ 
port Secretary Justine 
Greening when she caught 
a train to the resort and vis¬ 
ited a variety of sites in¬ 
cluding the Swannery car 
park, the beach sports 
arena, the Live Site and the 
British Business Park at 
Weymouth College. 

Asked how she felt con¬ 
troversial and often hugely 
unpopular transport 
arrangements for the 
Games had gone she said 
she felt they had worked. 
There might have been 
some queue problems, but 
she said that at the end of 
the day the Olympics had 
been bound to make Wey¬ 
mouth busy.

Olympics will' boost tourism' 


Weymouth and Portland 
came because “the nation 
switched on to Ben 
Ainslie” which had 
showed Weymouth off to 
its absolute best and “peo¬ 
ple around the world want 
to come here and experi¬ 
ence it for themselves”. 

She said she had been 
delighted by her visit to 
the sports arena where 
she’d kicked a volleyball 
and been “desperate to get 
in the sea”. 

She added that there 
were so many activities for 
children, enabling visitors 
to watch the Olympics and 
sample some sports which 
was a wonderful combina¬ 
tion which had “im¬ 
mensely impressed” her. 

The Olympic ambassa¬ 
dors were “amazing” and 
really made the venue, she 
said, while the legacy 
would be in how many 
people had chosen to get 


out of their cars and on to 
their bikes, promoting a 
healthier Weymouth with 
fewer vehicles on the road. 

She suggested that future 
debate on how things had 
gone would enable people 
to retain what they’d like 
and get rid of what they 
hadn’t. 

She also briefly com¬ 
mented on the decision to 
discontinue the local 
Search and Rescue heli¬ 
copter, saying the most im¬ 
portant thing was to get 
good cover along the south 
coast. 

She added: “The changes 
we are making are all 
about being in a better po¬ 
sition to respond to emer¬ 
gencies than we have been 
in the past.” 

In conclusion she said 
she felt the Games would 
see Weymouth and Port¬ 
land “reap the benefits for 
many years to come”.

nomic signs are very positive. 

“The beach area and sports arena in 
Weymouth were a huge success and 
that is something that we have got to 
look at repeating in the future be¬ 
cause it was so popular that parents 
couldn’t get their children out of 
there.” 

Weymouth and Portland 2012 head 
of operations Simon Williams was 
also positive and said the borough 
had enjoyed “huge success” in its 
task of staging the Olympic sailing 
events and with the Nothe spectator 
viewing area. 

It had also been equally successful, 
he said, in providing a safe an enjoy¬ 
able experience for visitors including 
the Live Site and sports arena. 

He praised the work of 530 ambas¬ 
sadors who had been warmly appre¬ 
ciated by hundreds of thousands of 
people, so much so that many will 


now be kept on a register of volun¬ 
teers for future events. 

Mr Williams also said that he felt 
the Games would have long term 
tourism and economic benefits for 
Weymouth and Portland helped by 
“outstanding” global television cov¬ 
erage of the whole area, the only 
venue to benefit from such coverage. 

He added: “The response from 
people all over the world has been 
fantastic. We have had no complaints 
about seafront services and facilities 
and the sports arena was extremely 
popular. 

“Weymouth, Portland and Dorset 
has been commended for hosting 
fantastic sailing events, Government 
Ministers and other senior people 
came down here and they all went 
away very pleased and impressed.” 

Legacy was already here with 
measures such as the relief road, 
transport and cycling facilities, he 


said, while Weymouth and Portland 
National Sailing Academy reported 
that it had bookings up to two years 
ahead. 

Mr Williams said: “The signs for 
future tourism are good. What we 
need to do now is capitalise in the 
years ahead on us having been an 
Olympic venue.” 

♦ WEYMOUTH’S beach sports 
arena proved so popular that massive 
queues built up well ahead of open¬ 
ing time. 

More than 300 people lined up for 
this queue stretching back towards 
the King’s Statue. 

Apriority for sports fans was grab¬ 
bing an opportunity to get out on the 
water with sailing, canoeing and 
other activities. 

Up to 6,000 people a day browsed 
a variety of sporting opportunities 
from cricket, rugby and football to 
table tennis, rowing and bowls.

Co-ordinator, acting deputy-head- 
teacher Jayne Browne said: “With 
the Olympics on our doorstep it was

an ideal time to focus on the pollu¬ 
tion threat facing our oceans to make 
children as aware as possible of the 
importance of looking after our seas. 

Among speakers was Dorchester 
sailor Steve White who said: I talked 
about all the rubbish I have found in 
the sea while out sailing and how im¬ 
portant it is to stop polluting the 
oceans from the point of view of 
wildlife and boating safety and also 


because the oceans are for everyone 
and we want to preserve them for fu¬ 
ture generations to enjoy.” 

Workshops co-ordinator Fatemah 
Abidi said: “We talked to children 
about the impact of plastic on the 
oceans of the world and about recy¬ 
cling which we illustrated by getting 
children to make little plastic boats.” 

Youngsters heard that a plastic bot¬ 
tle could last in the environment for 
2,000 years, slowly breaking down 
and threatening the food chain.

Minister pleased with 'positive vibes' 


OLYMPIC Legacy Minister Bob Neill 
dodged showers to tour the main sports 
arena set up on Weymouth Beach for the 
Olympics. 

The arena attracted an estimated 
100,000 people during the Games, all 
keen to try a variety of sports from cricket, 
football and rugby to rowing, table tennis 
and golf. 

Mr Neill, who has visited Weymouth 
several times recently, said: “It is great to 
be back here and I am delighted to see 
how well it is going. I have been chatting 
to some of the team here and it is very 
positive. 

“The Olympics have put Weymouth and 
Portland very firmly on the international 
map with a wider audience.” 

Mr Neil, said he hoped Weymouth and 
Portland would reap both a sporting and 
an economic legacy with international in¬ 
vestors attracted here by the sailing also 
being talked to about investment. 

He added that he didn’t think the low 
number of initial visitors to the borough 


would have a serious effect because those 
numbers had now risen sharply and “we 
have a real opportunity here”. 

Asked about Portlanders’ feelings that 
they were being forgotten, he said he ap¬ 
preciated that Portland perhaps viewed it¬ 
self as a separate community, but he said 
everyone was keen to see everything inte¬ 
grated across the borough and there 
would hopefully be spin-off benefits for 
Portland as well as Weymouth. 

Mr Neill said: “We have got sporting en¬ 
thusiasm here and we have got to capture 
this and make sure local schools are aware 
of the facilities available. 

“Ben Ainslie is a local lad who has had 
success and he is a great ambassador for 
the town. Let’s make the most of that. 

“We want to make sure that there is a 
lasting legacy here and show Weymouth 
and Portland is not just a good place for 
pleasure but a good place to invest. The 
work doesn’t stop after the closing cere¬ 
mony. We have got to follow it up.” 


Refuse action averted 
before town's big day 


STREETS were due to stay clean 
during yesterday’s Weymouth 
Carnival after potential action by 
cleaning and refuse staff was 
averted by settling a dispute over 
pay. 

Sources told the View that a po¬ 
tential rubbish collection boycott 
was on the cards for the town’s an¬ 
nual biggest day of the year be¬ 
cause cleaning staff were angry 
that their special Olympic pay¬ 
ments faced a delay. 

But a litter logged carnival was 
averted and Weymouth and Port¬ 
land street scene manager Karyn 
Punchard explained: “All council 
services have been delivered in a 
more flexible manner to ensure a 
successful Olympic Games in

“A set of different payments was 
agreed for waste and cleansing 
staff to cover this short period in¬ 
stead of normal overtime rates. 

Unsocial nature 
“The arrangements were made 
as this group of staff is making a 
significant contribution to leading 
the delivery of an enhanced street 
cleansing service. 

“They are required to work shift 
patterns of an increased level of 
unsocial nature and they will lose 
the ability to volunteer for addi¬ 


tional weekend work during this 
period which, under routine cir¬ 
cumstances, would have been paid 
at enhanced levels. 

“Difficulties in the timing of 
these payments have now been 
overcome. Waste and cleansing 
staff will be delivering their usual 
excellent service during carnival 
week.” 

Weymouth and Portland envi¬ 
ronment spokesman Councillor 
Ian Roebuck said: “Over the past 
few weeks the beauty of our bor¬ 
ough and the glamour and glitz of 
the Olympics have had a world¬ 
wide TV audience. 

“But, equally importantly, they 
and our visitors have seen a town 
that has done the non-glamorous 


things exceptionally well and we 
should all pay tribute to our 
cleansing and refuse staff who 
have made this happen. 

“Unobtrusively, during the day 
and often in the early hours when 
most of us are in bed, they have 
been removing the litter, tidying 
the beach, emptying bins and set¬ 
ting the street scene that visitors 
can enjoy and at the same time 
keeping up a normal service for 
residents despite the disruptions 
that are going on around them. 

“Their commitment and pride in 
their work are things we should 
salute as we take pride in the 
image they have enabled our town 
to present.”

Gatting said he had been enjoying a beer in a bar at Headingly during the Test 
with Olympic events being shown on televisions and "from the cheering you 
would have thought there was a thousand people there!" 

He added: "I just hope we can capitalise on it."

Collection of Water Lilies which aims to document, 
develop and preserve a comprehensive collection 
of water lilies in trust for the future. 

Garden owner, Jonathan Bennett said "It is easy to 
see the progression of this genera of plants in our 
collection, from the original native plants on to the 
first hybrids. The oldest varieties we have on display 
date back to the late 19th century." 

The programme is scheduled to be aired on BBC2 
on Friday August 17 th at 8:30pm. 
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BID consultation forges ahead 


A CONSULTATION exercise on a Business Improve¬ 
ment District in the town will see its second stage com¬ 
pleted at the end of August. 

Stage one saw a telemarketing campaign launched dur¬ 
ing July to ensure that all the businesses within the BID 
area were contacted and sent full information. 

Stage two, which began at the beginning of August, 
continued the telemarketing campaign to ensure that 
businesses have received the information and returned 
the reply paid questionnaire by August 31 st . 

There are just over 500 businesses eligible to vote in 
the BID ballot due to take place in May-June 2013. These 
all have a rateable value above £6,000 and fit into the 
BID area which covers the town centre, harbour, seafront 
and Preston areas. 

BID steering group chairman Nigel Reed said: “The re¬ 


sults so far are encouraging. The freepost questionnaires 
are starting to come back in and the second stage of the 
telemarketing campaign is near to completion. 

“I would urge all the businesses in the BID area to take 
part in this consultation as the results will determine what 
goes into the business plan and this is what people will 
vote on in the ballot. 

“This is an opportunity for the business community to 
play a role in shaping the town’s future. Although Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland council is a partner, this is a business 
led initiative from start to finish.” 

The success of other BIDs across the UK is changing 
the way business communities think. Business led mar¬ 
keting initiatives which lead to new projects and greater 
footfall are a hallmark of BIDs. In a holiday destination 
like Weymouth, a BID could significantly help in devel¬ 


oping new business projects and events as well as extend¬ 
ing the holiday season. 

BID marketing sub group chairman Brian Cooper said:

A CHALLENGING artistic display has gone on show 
near Portland Bill in the National Coastwatch Instu- 
tion's new training centre. 

A Natural History of Pseudomorphs is one of five 
commissions forming part of exlab, a ground-breaking 
arts programme responding to the Jurassic Coast and 
the inland geology of Sherborne where earth scien¬ 
tists and artists have collaborated to reveal hidden 
landscapes through the lenses of art, geology and 
technology. 

Pseudomorphs, the work of Simon Ryder, is inspired 
by the unique geology, industry and nature of Port¬ 
land. 

At the heart of his work lies a fossilised Jurassic snail, 
the Portland Screw, and the notion of the pseudo- 
morph. 

Simon has used the latest 3D scanning and printing 
technologies as his tools and explored how the 
pseudomorph might be used metaphorically to ex¬ 
plore other Portland features such as the Race, an area 
of dangerous currents just south of the Bill. 

Set in a silver sea 

A FASCINATING exhibition is running atWeymouth Li¬ 
brary on Weymouth and Portland's maritime history. 
Set in a Silver Sea has been co-ordinated for the library 
by local historian Maureen Attwooll. 

She said:"The library wanted to put on an exhibition 
to join in the general showcasing of Weymouth and 
Portland for the Olympics. 

"They decided that maritime history would be a 
good idea, so I sat down with them and we decided 
on topics from shipwrecks to sailing, King George III 
and the centenary of King George V's visit here in 1912. 
We also looked at Town Bridge and Weymouth Har¬ 
bour. 

"We then whittled the list down and provided links 
to literature about Weymouth and Portland including 
the famous novel Moonfleet by J.M.Falkner together 
with items the library is not able to display all the time. 

"The exhibition runs into the beginning of Septem¬ 
ber and I hope everyone enjoys and is encouraged to 
come in and borrow the books it refers to." 

Thought provoking play 

A PLAY devised by Weymouth College's resident the¬ 
atre company is to be performed at the Compass Fes¬ 
tival as part of the Cultural Olympiad. 

RummageTheatre-a LEAP theatre project devises its 
own work inspired by real life events evoking emo¬ 
tions, asking questions and sparking debate. 

Rummage's first play, Cleansed, which was written by 
the company, will be performed today (Thursday) 
from 7.30pm-8.35pm at the Bay Theatre atWeymouth 
College. 

The play is based on the Magdalene Laundries of Ire¬ 
land which were institutions for"fallen women"where 
"voluntary prisoners" were incarcerated to "wash their 
sins away'". 

The play questions how British society failed gener¬ 
ations of women and children by allowing them to be 
wrongfully imprisoned and brutalised. It also asks 
what has happened to the survivors, our present day 
victims who cope with life in the aftermath of these 
traumatic experiences?

ViewLetters 

■ IN A minor but significant way, our years in the area 
with children and, latterly, grandchildren, have been 
marred by inadequate access to Sandsfort Beach. First 
we lost the original delightful Underbarn walk due to 
erosion (or inadequate maintenance - depends which 
way one looks at it!). 

Then the Castle Cove sailing club and its boat launch/ 
recovery ramp was closed with the loss of the potential 
of improving beach access in the area, leading to the loss 
of a very helpful beach cafe and shop. 

All this because we were told of potential slippage of 
the low cliff of the Underbarn. 

Plus the empty jungle site on the corner of the narrow, 
overgrown path from Old Castle Road to the small but 
sheltered beach and rock pool'ledges'. 

However, a solution was immediately to hand with the 
proposed development of the jungle corner plot, al¬ 
ready with a 'between the great wars' substantial but 
overgrown timber Summer House on otherwise wasted 
land. 

Any planning grant would have demanded a proper 
sheet piled sea wall, suitably stone faced for the sensitive 
site - double problem solved. 

Again, recently, a much revised application to develop 
this area has been submitted and rejected. 

Now we have the same reactionary forces opposing 
the entirely necessary development of the Small Mouth 
area in the north west corner of Portland, now the world 
famous sailing venue. 

Surely with the power of our planning law, particularly 
SSSI areas, just look at other corners of Portland Harbour 
to see what improvements can be developed and built, 
if the will is there. 

After the spectacular success of all the improvements 
in this area, it must be obvious to the most conservative 
resident that, with modern planning, engineering, de¬ 
sign and building, plus planting, we really can have both 
improved, sustainable environment and much better 
amenities. 

Though I doubt that Weymouth and Portland will ever 
see the Western Relief Road built in the current'deficit 
saving'climate, it would not be beyond the skill of the 
planners to include space for the future road improve¬ 
ment and provide a viable site for developing the ap¬ 
proach to the Small Mouth Bridge Portland to a suitable 
and impressive reality.

Lifeboats on constant stand-by 

VOLUNTEER crews from Weymouth's RNLI lifeboat 
have been kept busy over the Olympic period. 

Calls have ranged from missing divers, kayaks in 
trouble off St Albans Head and a call to a boat just 
outside Weymouth harbour with engine failure fol¬ 
lowing a fire as well as a scallop boat in trouble off 
Portland Bill and a yacht taking on water. 

The all-weather lifeboat Ernest & Mabel has been at 
sea whenever Olympic sailing has been going on, 
crewed with volunteers from around the country, all 
coming to help the local crew members to see that 
the lifeboats are immediately available 24 hours a day 
working in 12 hour shifts. 

In addition to Weymouth's lifeboats the RNLI has 
been supplying the Olympics with three Atlantic 75 
lifeboats with medical cover for the competitors and 
officials, each of the three lifeboats having a local 
crew member as helm with a medic ranging from first 
aider to doctor. 

Volunteer press officer Ken Francis said: "The RNLI 
is proud to have been involved with ensuring that 
the sailing is as safe as it could be, not just for the 
Olympic sailors but for all who have been using our 
local waters."

A MISERABLE start to the month paved the way for 
Weymouth's second wettest July since records began 
in 1880. 

Weymouth weatherman Bob Poots said that the 
first eight days deluged the town with three times the 
rainfall normally expected for the entire month with 
twice the monthly average falling on just two days. 

The wettest July recorded in Weymouth was in 1955 
with 183.0 mm of rain with 1950 next on 136.6mm 
before 2012 took that position over with 140mm, 
nearly four times the average rainfall for the month. 
Rainfall for 2012 to date is 538.7 mm, 164.9 mm 
above the 30-year average. 

Only 22 hours of sunshine were recorded in the 
same period and only 62 hours by halfway through 
the month, but it was all change then with the rain 
stopping and the sunshine returning for a very good 
end to the month, sunshine nearly reaching its July 
average. 

The sun failed to shine on only 4 days during the 
month, but periods of bright sunshine during the first 
half of the month were very short leading to a poor 
month. 

Fog was present on Wednesday 4 th . 

Winds during the month were around average, with 
the greatest gust of just 28 MPH recorded on Sunday 
15 th , but temperatures were largely below average. 

The average maximum temperature was downl.6 
degrees Centigrade at 18.6 degrees, the average min¬ 
imum was up 0.2C at 13.2C, the average mean tem¬ 
perature was 0.4C below average at 15.9C and the 
average sea temperature was 1.8C below average at 
14.6C.

A personal View by HARRY WALTON 


Olympics 2012: The verdict is in 


WELL, the Games are over and a nation of 
new sport addicts is unable to come to terms 
with the fact that their television screens 
suddenly seem empty. 

Lor Weymouth and Portland the Olympics 
started with a dead heat between Games 
bosses and the council who pointed at 
legacy and valuable future tourism for the 
area and scores of grim faced local busi¬ 
nesses who pointed at near empty tills as 
spectator numbers initially proved to be 
something less than a personal best for the 
resort. 

A frantic appeal for people to visit saw 
numbers rise sharply for the second week, 
but it came too late to save the giant Bay- 
side festival which went into liquidation be¬ 
fore the Games had even reached half way. 

Numerous beach businesses have told me 
they fear following Bayside unless Olympic 
trappings are swiftly cleared away so sea¬ 
side customers can see where they are and 
give them a fighting chance to take enough 
money to make it through the winter. 

SUCCESS 

On the plus side, Weymouth and Portland 
really has made its mark with a global au¬ 


dience via a mountain of media coverage on 
everything from the town’s historic Geor¬ 
gian seafront to what socks Ben Ainslie 
wears. 

Council staff coped with wave after wave 
of enthusiastic visitors to the beach sports 
arena where they could try cricket, rugby, 
football, table tennis and other activities on 
land with sailing, canoeing and windsurfing 
available on the waves. 

The crush was so great that some days 
saw nearly 6,000 people - barely a thousand 
of them visiting politicians - pack out the 
venue prompting it to be extended. 

The ICCI 360 dome and the Jurassic Air¬ 
lines attractions excited everyone who tried 
them out, the Ambassadors did fantastic 
work helping visitors and the giant TV 
screens keep Live Site spectators up to date 
on how the Games were going. 

Battle for the Winds was a genuine tri¬ 
umph of spectacular theatre and everywhere 
there was entertainment from buskers and 
fire jugglers to Punch and Judy, poetry, 
singing and a host of other acts and events 
across the borough which all helped to give 
Weymouth and Portland a unique atmos¬ 


phere for the Olympic period. 

The acid test will come next year when 
visitor numbers will be closely scrutinised 
to see if they match up to council predic¬ 
tions. 

If they don’t then certain leading lights 
will do well to be away on holiday when the 
figures come out. 

1 /1 et's all hope that 
Lweymouth and Port¬ 
land does benefit from

Despite official ostritch comments to the 
contrary there were some negative aspects 
and clearly those in authority got it wrong 
in the heavyweight manner they warned 
people of possible congestion and urged ex¬ 
treme care in planning their trip to Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland. 

Lor once the public unfortunately took 
this at face value, believed them, and stayed 
away in droves until signs and transport 


were changed, charges altered and a her¬ 
culean effort made to get the message 
across that everyone was having fun down 
here so come and join us. 

Things did pick up but everywhere I went 
people told me the campaign to encourage 
more visitors to come to Weymouth and 
Portland shouldn’t have been necessary in 
the first place if things had been done prop¬ 
erly. 

In fairness, hindsight is a wonderful thing 
and the authorities had to plan for an influx 
to avoid a situation where the system just 
couldn’t cope. 

By the same token, parts of Weymouth 
were reduced to ghost town status with 
shops reporting a 70 per cent drop in their 
takings compared with the same period last 
year. 

INQUEST 

Well nothing can be done to rectify mis¬ 
takes now and only children stand a chance 
of seeing another Olympics in Weymouth 
and Portland. 

That said, I personally think there will be 
a series of protracted and fiery inquests over 
the Games which I believe are unlikely to 


see either camp change its arguments very 
much because there is too much at stake. 

It will be a cold day in Hell before the 
Olympic authorities or the council holds 
their hand up and publicly admits they got 
any major part of the event wrong while op¬ 
ponents will never be convinced that large 
parts of the organisation here was anything 
other than a shambles. 

But there is one thing both sides would do 
well to remember. Didn’t our athletes do 
well! 

The tension and excitement of Ben 
Ainslie’s battle on the waters off Portland 
dominated local thoughts but, no matter 
where you went, there was always enthusi¬ 
astic support for Team GB regardless of 
what sport was being watched or discussed. 

That unity should set an example for 
months to come when Olympic event de¬ 
bates will inevitably be held since acrimony 
will achieve nothing. 

Let’s all hope that Weymouth and Port¬ 
land does benefit from the Games in the 
long run but we’ll all have to wait and see 
on that.

Wilson's win, the fourth Team GB 
Gold, helped boost the country after a 
disappointing start to the games 
came in a dramatic finale where the 
25-year-old from Glanvilles Wootton 
near Sherborne had to score with both 
shots on his last attempt to deny the 
Swedish shooter Hakan Dahlby, a feat 
he achieved before dropping to his 
knees in elation and relief.
